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Branching Out 
Rochester Expands Into Town Hall Annex

It took a little time and a lot of effort, but all the 
municipal employees once relegated to the dreary dark- 
ened basement of the Rochester Town Hall — the so- 
called "cellar dwellers," as Building Department worker 
Izzy Borges so aptly put it — have finally moved into the 
newly-refurbished Town Hall Annex located at 37 Marion 
Road (Route 105) within the confines of the historic Roch- 
ester Woman's Club building. 

The bulk of the move was completed last week, 
with invaluable assistance from the town's Highway De- 
partment, according to Building Inspector Robert Francis. 
As of earlier this week, the only remaining work left was 



to restock some shelves and newly-purchased filing cabi- 
nets and get the proper phone extensions to transfer from 
the main Town Hall to the new remote annex. 

"I think we're going to be able to share a lot of re- 
sources here," said Conservation Agent Laurell J. Farinon, 
who now enjoys the simple benefit of a private, enclosed 
office. 

"I've got a window now, so I'm happy," agreed 
Izzy Borges, who added that visitors to the new Town 
Hall Annex have gradually increased during the first 
week they were open for business. "Now that they've 
found us, we've been keeping busy." 

The annex now conveniently relocates all of the 
functional "permitting boards" for the town in one shared 
space. They include offices for the Board of Health and

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Regional Health Agent, the Building Department, the 
Conservation Commission (ConCom) and Conservation 
Agent, the Planning Board, the Soil Board, and the town's 
various inspection services. 

"We're pretty much one-stop permit shopping all 
in one place," Ms. Borges said. 

The moving of these offices to a satellite location 
has freed up some much-needed space in the main Town 
Hall on Constitution Way, according to Ms. Farinon. The 
basement space that once housed the Building Depart- 
ment will now be used to expand the town's Accounting 
offices, and the portions of the Town Hall Conference 
Room once dedicated to cubicles for other departments 
will now be opened up to accommodate the full meeting 
space, used on a weekly basis for Board of Selectmen's 
meetings. 

"It will be nice to have that conference space 
back," Ms. Farinon said. "It's been a good move for every- 
body — it has all worked out well." 

"It's really nice here, you've got a place to sit 
down and go over plans and maps with (residents)," said 
Building Inspector Robert Francis, who also saved the 
town some money on the project by building much of the 
shelving and front counter in the annex himself. "It was 
really unprofessional to have people waiting on the stairs 
to see (me) in the Town Hall basement." 

Although Mr. Francis' office will stay open late 
on Monday evenings in keeping with his past practice

while in the main Town Hall, he admitted that the bulk of 
the traffic coming in to see his department occurs during 
the day. "A lot of contractors come in during the day," he 
said.

helping the town alleviate their spacing constraints. 

"Here you have a non-profit, private club work- 
ing hand-in-hand with the town to provide them with of- 
fice space while working to preserve a historic structure," 
she said.

they are hoping to reactivate the Building Committee and 
look into possible options. 

"Everyone was adamant about having a K-6 
(elementary school) system," Dr. Cooper said, "and then 
two sections of the Kindergarten class. In order to do that, 
we'd need to add 16 classrooms to the present inventory 
of about 28. That's giving a little more credit to the space 
available at RMS ... but we have subtracted out the modu- 
lar classes in that scenario. That, right now, includes the 
science room. It doesn't include the art room, the music 
room, the gym, or any of the smaller Special Education 
rooms. In terms of where that should be, obviously a 
lot of that is going to have to be a determination of the 
(Selectmen) and the Building Committee. Should it be an 
addition to the property? Should it be attached or de- 
tatched from the current building? The School Committee 
is not wedded to any one configuration, but we strongly 
feel Rochester should have ... its own K-6 system." 

Dr. Cooper added that applications for the school 
construction SBAB Loans will reopen in 2007. "There's 
likely going to be a number of projects pushing because 
it's been in a period of hiatus for several years," he said. 
"In terms of getting a project approved for SBAB support, 
it's a long process." 

"We were waiting for (the School Committee) to 
come back to us after their meeting," said Arnie Johnson 
of the Rochester Memorial School Building Committee. 
"Once they gave us their plans, we'd move forward. I 
think all the old members of the Building Committee have

CPA refers to the 
Community Preservation Act, adopted by the Town of 
Marion at its most recent Annual Town Meeting and Elec- 
tion. 

The Community Preservation Act was designed 
to provide additional funding for communities for open 
space acquisition, affordable housing, and historic preser- 
vation. In addition to the 2 percent surcharge, adoption of 
the Community Preservation Act by the town will enable 
them to receive significant state funds for these purposes.

demonstrated for the future of their church. He stressed 
the laity, hierarchy and clergy should be good listeners, 
be empathetic and strive to change hearts. He noted that 
a more participatory, less autocratic decision-making pro- 
cess is needed. 

David Castaldi, former Chancellor of the Arch- 
diocese of Boston and new chairman of the VOTF Board 
of Trustees, indicated the direct cost of the clergy sex 
abuse scandal has reached $1 billion. When outstanding 
cases are settled, the total cost will almost certainly reach 
$2 billion and could be as high as $3 billion. He pointed 
out that the laity are not the problem, not the enemy, but 
rather the best chance the church has to overcome its 
problems.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 




I am missing all of my teeth and now wear a 

full upper and lower denture. I can no longer 
tolerate my lower denture. Will I need an implant 
for every tooth that I am replacing on the lower? 



A. No. It is not necessary to have an implant for every tooth that is being replaced. The 

number of implants necessary to provide support depends upon the type of implants used 
and the type of teeth (removable vs. non-removable) that will be attached to the implants. 
For example, if you are a good candidate for dental implants you would normally require 2- 
6 implants to support a full compliment of lower teeth. In most cases, a thorough oral exam 
and dental x-rays are all that is necessary to determine which type and how many implants 
must be used for your needs.

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Natural History Museum for an "Archaeology Social," an 
informal talk with light refreshments. Dr. John Kantner, 
whose interest is in the Anasazi, the prehistoric ancestors 
of the modern Pueblo people of the Southwestern United 
States, is returning from a month's dig in Chaco Canyon, 
NM. The Chaco Anasazi emerged in the northern U.S. 
Southwest around approximately 900 AD, developed a 
distinctive culture that appears to have been focused on 
Chaco Canyon which is in northwestern New Mexico. 
Featuring lengthy roadways, impressive monumental 
architecture, astronomical observatories, and a far-ranging 
exchange system, the Chaco Anasazi continued to de- 
velop until approximately 1150 AD, at which point their 
culture disappeared. 



Dr. Kantner will have the opportunity while in 
Marion to examine artifacts in the museum's collection 
that are from the southwest. Join them for a discussion 
about fascinating places and the mysteries of the past. 
This program is free-of-charge. The Marion Natural 
History Museum is located on Spring Street, above the 
Elizabeth Taber Library. 
Summer Programs 

• Life Along the Shore (for students entering 
Grades 1 and 2): During this program you will find the 
Marion Natural History Museum seineing the shoreline 
with nets and exploring the plants and animals that live in 
coastal waters.

Badder Up

Bad News Bears. Starring Billy Bob Thorn- 
ton and Greg Kinnear. Directed by Richard

t « V If Bad News Bears isn't the second film in 

' Billy Bob Thornton's Bad trilogy (following 
2003 's Bad Santa), it should be. Shambling into the frame and mutter- 
ing dark, unprintable things to himself, Thornton is an inspired choice 
to play the new Coach Morris Buttermaker (Walter Matthau's role in 
the 1976 original), a broken-down has-been who takes a Little League 
team full of misfits and steers them towards the championship game. 
The movie is affable and nothing great, but it works, mostly due to 
Thornton's charismatic anti-charisma. He is the unlikeliest actor to play 
a lead role in a studio film, much less a studio film with a cast of kids, 
and he knows it, and so do we. He plays losers with a kind of shabby 
dignity, and his triumphs are ours; we feel more comfortable rooting 
for him than for, say, Tom Cruise or other streamlined models from the 
Hollywood factory. 

I'm not sure Bad News Bears needed to be remade; for one thing, 
in the nearly thirty years since its first incarnation, we've been inundated 
with kiddie sports films featuring wise-ass kids (hell, Keanu Reeves 
went down this road four years ago in Hardball). The original film was 
notable in its day for the amount of profanity (albeit PG-rated) the kids 
were allowed to spew; the remake is similarly colorful in its rhetoric, 
though some of the antics have been toned down — no smoking, no 
racial epithets (with one exception delivered by a snotty opponent). 
Nothing here really risks scandalizing parents, apart from the detail that 
the team's sponsor is a strip club, and Buttermaker takes the kids out for 
a victory chow-down at Hooters and leads them in a rousing rendition 
of Eric Clapton's "Cocaine." 

Some will be attracted to the movie by Billy Bob, others by the 
director, Richard Linklater, who has had one of the more varied careers 
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among indie-filmmakers of his generation. Linklater seems to approach 
BadNews Bears as a bookend piece to his 2003 School of Rock, in which 
a disgruntled has-been showed kids the way to Led Zeppelin Valhalla. 
Those looking for the Linklater of Dazed and Confused or Before Sunset 
in the film will be baffled; he has made the movie because he always 
wanted to make a baseball film, and this project came across his desk, 
and he has done an honorable and unobtrusive job. Linklater stages the 
games well, sometimes keeping the camera at a good remove so that 
we can see an entire play unfold on the diamond, rather that cheating 
with editing. He handles the young cast deftly, except for ringers Sammi 
Kane Kraft (as the girl pitcher who doesn't throw like a girl) and Jeff 
Davies (as a punk with a mean swing), who are real-life athletes but 
quite obviously not trained actors; in a couple of scenes, genuine acting 
is needed from them, and they're just not up to it, but they play beauti- 
fully. 

The movie may end on a shot of the red, white and blue fluttering 
over the field, but Bad News Bears is no callow belch of patriotism or 
the ethic of winning. In the home stretch, Buttermaker pushes the kids 
hard to win, but then seems to understand (Thornton conveys it mostly 
with his eyes) that this game should be more about letting each kid play 
and have a good time. We want them to win, if for no other reason than 
to wipe the smug grin off the opposing team's coach (Greg Kinnear at 
his smarmiest), but ultimately it's not important to the narrative. The 
movie is your standard underdog sports comedy, with the ramshackle 
wit of Billy Bob Thornton and the gentle touch of Richard Linklater. 
There are worse ways to spend an afternoon.
